Ono of tho worst results of Uncon- 
ditioual Union was tho paralyzatiou of 
commorco oonsoquont upon tho aboli- 
tion of Froo Trade. As a Froo Port 
Victoria attraotod customers from 
foreign countries who purohasod goods 
in her markot to muoh bottor acWan« 
taga thitn elsowhoro. Tho prestige of 
tho port for cheap goods was become 
ing established. Our merchants had 
alroady an oxtensivo and increasing 
export business with tho Sandwich 
Islands, Sitka, San Franoisoo, Wash- 
ington Territory and Jloxico. Com- 
morco under tho Froo Port syvtom 
•was nourishod and protootod, and 
thoro is no estimating the importance 
to which it would ultimately havo at- 
tained had not tho Tariff, w hich lovies 
an avoiago duty ot twenty por cent 
upon imported goods, boon ex- 
tended to the Island. But aftor Union 
it would havo been propostorous to 

on the j-siand and a system of indirect 
taxation on tho mainlnnd and oxpoct 
tho two eeciions to pull amicably to- 
gether in double harness Twodivorso 
Bysiems for i nisin ^ revenuo in tho 
eamo Colony would have provod un- 
satisfactory and impracticable, arid 
must have resulted in discontent, con- 
fusion and disaster. It is highly 
"noce'ssary that the Taws of the united* 
Colooy ofcould bo aasintilalofy'uajl ia 
no particular more than wburoiu they 
affect the, raising of revenue. Van- 
couver Island accepted tho Tariff with 
a detotmination to give it a fair chanco, 
and after a trial of eighteen months 
his found that while farm products 
havo been sonaibly boncfitted by its 
operation, tho foreign trade enjoyod 
by this port before Union has boon 
seriously affoctod. Tho bulk of it has 
sought other markots becauso tho en- 
hanced valuo of goods consequent 
upon tbo imposition of Customs duos 
has preventod purchasos. San Fran- 
cisco buyers are now seldom mot in 
our markot. Tho Sandwich Islands' 
trndo has fallen to a mere trflo of 
its former proportions. Sitka, which 
in American hands ought to bo even 
ahoavier customer than when in Eus- 
Bian possession, is now scarcely known 
in the markot. Our merchants, there-* 
fore, aro dependeutalmostentirely upon 
tho local, Pugot Sound and interior 
demaud for bu linoss, instead of having, 
as before Union, tin wholo coast for a 
market. Tho cause of this falling off 
is found not so much in tho abolition 
of the Froo Port as in tho nog'oct ot 
the authorities to provido nocossary 
facilities or inducements for tho trans 
action of an export trade. Goods may 
ho sold from bond, it is true ; bat every 
commercial man is aware they 
cannot be soia to aJrantngo in a 

tunity for displ»ying them (which is 
generally indispensable to effect a sale) 
is necessarily wanting. Goods aro 
usually imported hither in large pack- 
ages. Only a part of tho articles aro 
required for local consumption. Tbo 
balance would fkd a market 
in either of tho sections wo have 
^«T^ it. not. .for, tho | (apt th^^ 
when a package is removed from bond 
dutios on its entire valuo aro paid, 
and tho portion not required lor im_ 
mediate salo rornain on tbo shelf repre- 
senting just so much money l>ing idlo 
for an indefinite period. Tho mer- 
chants who. were tho opportunity af^ 
forded, while awaiting tho appearanco 
of a colonial customor, might have 
Bold ten times thu valuo of tho goods 
for oxport, roalizad a profit and re* 
plonished his stock a dozen limos, is 
forced to sit idlo to see his " dead " 
Block eaten up by interest and moths. 
But tbo injury dono is not confinod to 
tho merchant. Tho country eiifferrt 
with him. Atld to the wealth of the 
commercial class by affording them 
every faoiliiy in extending their 
trade, and you indiroctly add to the 
woal b and prosperity of tho Colony, 
as surely as when you foster tho pi o , 
duotivo interests of the Colony. What 
iB wanted now is tho passage of a 
moasuro for tbo relief of tho mer- 
chants—a measure which, while it 
will protect tho Colonial producor and 
manufacturer, will restore to tho mer- 
chant tho opportunity of competing 
for tho trade of foreign countries. Such 
a moasuro might bo very easily pro- 
vided by allowing a drawback on all 
guodu exported from tho Colony. For 
inBlanco : a Viotoria morchant im- 
ports an invoico of goods from Kng- 
Jand or olsowbore; ho pays tho dutios 
and sells a portion of tbo invoico for 
consumption within tho Colony. Fur 
tho remainder of the invoioo ho can 
easily find a customer from abroad 
if the 20 por cont. duty paid on the 



portion Intended For local tjonBtimption 
be knockod off. Uetaln the duty and 
the goods lie on his hands, an injury 
to him and a benefit to no one, not 
oven to tho Government. This plan 
would work no iDjustioo to the Colon- 
ial manufacturer, who is not a conn 
potitor in a foreign market, while it 
would add immonsoly to tho profits of 
tho merchant and attract a floating 
population to our 6horos. To prevent 
fraud, a rigorous system of inspection 
might be easily introduced, by do- 
tailing a Custom-houso officer to ex- 
amino, clioek and seal each packatro 
boforo it loavoa tho store ; an obliga- 
tion from tbo parohasor and a certifi-

Hon Roli^oii guve notice that on Monday 
next, he should iutrodnee a Fence Bill. 

Houne adjourned to present the reply to the 
Governor. 

On the House reforming the Hon OreHSB 
proceeded with the Bills be bad introduced: 

Fir-t — Weights and Measures. The aller- 
lions in ibis measure are Very trifling arid 
need no particular notice. Passed second 
reuding. 

Second — Naval Stores ond "Viclaalliopt 
Bill, providing fur the more effectual protec- 
tion of the uuval stores. The bill, as I un- 
derstood tbe hoD geulli man, emanated from 
home and is more a prepaiatcry than an 
aciual measure. P..ssed first reading. 

J t is very essential that members should 
enunciate distinctly the particulars of Bills, 
for a wronif word in legislation or law as well 
us science, makes all tbe difference, at times 
It is much in be hoped that members, es- 
pecially tba President, will uttsod to this 
point. An amusing incident occurred thie 
u'ternoon, when lion DeCosmos understood 
the hon Attorney-General while speaking oo 
the Iuteslates' Hill to say 'diminution' in- 
stead of devolotion.' These mistukas, I (ear, 
will occur all the lima, uoleia mem bars speuk 
distinctly as they ou^ht to do. Hill passed 

Third — the Limitation of Aciiooa Bill. 
Tbe object ol thn Bill is to retain the law ol 
the cuuutry wherein tho contract ia made 
over tbe party contracting the de ft I for hi r 
years alter emigrating to this Colony, For 
instance, a person contracting a debt in Cali- 
fornia would be responsible for the debt Bix 
years beoce unless he could prove ibe expira- 
tion of the Limitation Act ol California. 

Hon DeCosinos slated that a similar mea- 
Huro bud been introduced at the last seBsicn 
mid excited much opposition He did nut on 
general principles object to innovations whei' 
goud, but as this one was contrary lo tho 
practice of tho two great commercial nations, 
England and America, who concurred in tho 
present system, he queslioaed its propriety. 
Besides it was not ia accordance with Eng- 
W'h law, and he thought it better to let tbe 
country wherein the debt was incurred pro- j 
vide i tie HsiA'ify. it. ibVgiii also "cause' botu 
confusion and injustice. A party, according 
to tho statute, miglit be sincere in incurring a 
debt, but ihe foreign Legislature might Da 
silling and reduce the lirn itntion simultane- 
ously with the judgment of the local Courts 
in this Colony, and thus the judgment would 
be contrary to the foreign law. Brougham 
and Storey both ugreed thn l foreign law can 
tvi ba introduced lor tho collection of a debt 
where a forleiture of the covenant was intend- 
ed. As this Bill aflected tho inti resls of the 
Colony in geicral, he thought its fioal read 
ing Itib'iid "oifpSsipoaed ttil the* raorir: bars 
from tne chief o< iruaercial city were present. 

Hon Robsori differed with the raembei 
from Viet >ria. He undersiood thi bill rtfer- 
red lu paused the Legislature witliout oppo- 
sition The present bill was almost similar 
to ono that existed previously on Ilia Island, 
and need not he delayed ' on those grounds 
He disliked Ihe limitation period of sixynurs, 
however, as being a cause likely to prevent 
emigration. Men who had been unfortunate 
wniild lmv« little energy lo struggle if their 
debts warn rovivnd raud kept hanging over 
ilium ho long. He thought it better lor the 
law.s ol British Columbia to bene liberal as 
other adjacent countries, nnd that in this re» 
spect particularly they should assimilate as 
much as possible with the laws of tho coun- 
tries with which thrir business ccnDex. ni 
most prevailed. 

Head a second lime and ordered to be com- 
mitted on Tuesday 

Fourth -Liiestuie Estates Bill. Tho object 
of this measure has been already given. 
Nothing new wa« elierad in tlie duuitc, 
except thai it did not Interfere with ihe im- 
portant point of dower. Hon DeOosnno* 
tuought thu Bill trifling. Something inure 
definite should be introduced ; the law here, 
us ho hud previously Baid, wai nothing mote 
nor less than thai ol too English primogeniture 
idea, and consequently obnoxious lo a large 
majority of the population. Passed second 
reading and ordered to bo committed on 
M outlay. 

Hon llobson asked the Attorney General 
if the Government intended to introduce any 
educatioual measure. Ho sincerely hoped ihe 
Government would do so, ut this in portai,t 
period, to meet tho emergencies of thu caso 

Hon ( rease thought the seBBiou would bo 
too Phort to deal justly with u case ol such 
grave importance. 

Hon i)dUoBrmis thought that although the 
Bill of Vancouver Island wus not perleet, he 
did not tee whut el»c the Government could 
do so satisiuctory to tho people us lo provide 
money lo pay tho urreurs and salaries of the 
touchers.

1. We, Her Majesty's dutiful and loyal 
•uhjeots, Members of the Legislative Council 
ol British Columbia in Council assembled, 
have beard with great pleasuto tbo statement 
of Ihe Hffaim and prospects ef tbe Colony 
whioh Your Excellency has been graciously 
pleased to make to us, and wo beg, in relurn, 
heartily to tender every assistance that may 
be in our power during tho Bhort period to 
which tbe sitting of tbe Council will this 
year be confined. 

2. We are aware of tbe financial difficul- 
ties with which our Government is surround- 
ed, but have confidence, with your Escel- 
lenny, that time and a revival of commercial 
prosperity will cure the evil, and we are glad 
to learn that thero is a prospect of reliel and 
sympathy in tbe meantime from tha Im- 
perial Government. 

3. Tbe Bill on the important measure for 
defining the power and jurisdiction of tbe 
Iwo Courts of Supreme Judicature, shall 
receive, as it merits, our earnest attention ; 
as sball also the other Bills which your 
Excellency proposes to lay before us. 

4. It is with great pleasure we learo that 
tha external Postal arrangements are likely 
to undergo some material improvement. 

5 Fully impressed with the importance 
of Ibe question ol the Union of Brili-h Col- 
umbia wiih tbe Conftderatid Eustern British 
Provinces, we leel tssured that wben the 
opportune lime may arrive, every considera- 
tion will be given to tbo interests ol this 
Co'ony. 

6. VVe are glad that a question of such 
absorbing iuierest as tbo cleat of Govern- 
ment in tho Colony is at length to receive its 
final settlement with due regard to public 
laith and honor, and the just claims of all 
parlies considered.

Wednesday, March 25, 1868. 

ShiNna-sim, an Indian, was arraigned upon 
an indictment charging him with having 
wilfully murdered another Indiana! Xanaimo 
by slatting. Prisoner pleaded Not, Guilty, 

Mr Wslkem appeared to prosecute on be- 
half of tbe Crown, and Mr King, instructed 
by Mr Bishop, appeared for the defence. 

Tha jury fouod the prisoner Guilty as 
charged in the iodictment. 

Hal-a-hak and Sul a-ham (Cowichan In- 
dians) father and son, pleaded Not Guil'.y to 
un indictment charging them with having 
wilfully murdered an Indian doctress belongs 
iog to the sums tribe. 

Mr Walkem appeared to prosecute; Mr 
Ring, instructed by Mr Bishop, for tbe dc» 
fence. 

The evidence went to show that tho de- 
emed had been called cu to exercise her 
incantations in behalf of a young Indian lying 
sick. She failed to savo him from death, and 
was shot and killed by the prisoners, ia ac- 
cordance with Indian oustom towards unsuc- 
cessful medicine men and women. 

Tbe jury, after a short absence, found Sul- 
a-ham, the son, guilty of wiltul murder, and 
Saloa-bak, the father, of being accessory 
thereto. 

ASSISTING PRISON KR8 TO ESCAPE. 

• Jms Ihrrer • WKifeATWaod- r.eic 
arraigned for sentence, having been convicted 
of aiding in tbo escape of Maurice Carey, 
When asked if ho had anything to say, Dwyer 
said that he was surprised at the verdict, 
which he could only asoribe to prejudice or 
want of iotelligeuce on the part of the jury. 
Wood said he had been convicted of a crime 
of which he was not guilty. 

The Chief Justice su d the prisoners did not 
bengfit their case by the hardiness wMob tbey 
ajjunaed. T&fl jary was a higfily inioliigent 
noe, and after much attention and dan delib- 
eration had found them guilty as charged 
in the indictment. The Court entirely con- 
curred in the verdict and tho prisoners were 
ordered to undergo penal servitude for the 

term ol two years, duling from the day ol 
their arrest. 

BKNTENCK OK DEATH, 

Sbil-har-lum, convicted of wilful murder, 
was brought lorwartl for sentence Rev A C 
Garrelt acting as interpreter. Ha said ha 
was intoxicated at Ihe time ol the killing and 
knew not what ha did ; no person saw the 
transaction, not oven a bird or a dog ; the 
deoen«ed was n bad man and a murderer. 

Sentoooe of d. atb wap recorded and vlio 
prisom r was r moved. 

Hal »-hok and Sul-n hnra were also sen- 
tone' I to death. Both prisoners proleaoed 
their entire innocence of the rnmp.
